NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—The Duchess 
d’Uzes is tne wife of the Premier Duke 
of France. He is the son of the Dow- 
ager Duchess d'Uzes, famous as the 
only master of hounds in France, whose 
stag hunts in the forests of. Reinbouil- 
let have been pictured and written 
about innumerable times. 
The young Duchess is 
by the brilliant personality of her 
mother-in-law, who made a great 
in France by financing the plot of Gen. 
Boulanger and his friends to overthrow 
the Republic and make him _ dictator. 
She contributed the enormous sum of 
$600,000 to this cause, which resulted in 
a fiasco. This Duchess was known tv 

the Boulangists as ‘“‘Deana.”’ 

In society the young Duchess d'l’zes 
is a brilliant woman. For the last few 
years she has been celebrated for her 
enthusiasm over ballooning.
